M r, T . H. Jo hnso n, to who m 
was award ed the co ntract o f razing 
the o ld Bro ad way scho o l bu ild ing 
preparato ry to the erectio n o f a new 
stru ctu re, y esterd ay remo v ed fro m 
the no rtheast co rner the Ru ssia 
iro n bo x and its co ntents that were 
d epo sited in the co rner ¡sto ne when 
it was laid o n September 4, 1S6 7 , 
mo re than thirty -fiv e y ears ago . 
The bo x and 
co ntents 
were 
bro u ght to the 
D e m o c r a t office by 
Mr, Jo hnso n and fu rnish the d ata 
fo r an interesting Sabbath sto ry . 
The bo x is 4x 4 inches, 6 inches 
in length, and the 
newspapers, 
papers, 
etc., 
therein d epo sited 
were all well preserv ed . 
Pro bably o ne o f the mo st inter­ 
esting d o cu ments in the bo x was 
the fo llo wing, penned o n a d o u ble 
sheet o f ex tra size no te paper and 
o ccu py ing o ne and o ne-half pages 
o f the sam e: 
“ The present scho o l sy stem o f 
Misso nri was institu ted by an act 
o f the legislatu re in 18 6 6 and 18 6 7 , 
u nd er which act the present bo ard 
o f ed u catio n o f the city o f Sed alia 
was o rganized . 
“ 
The boar d issued $30,000 
in 
bonds in A pr il, 1867, for the cr cc 
tion and building of suitable build­ 
ings for conducting public schools 
in said city. 
The boar d or iginally 
consisted of the following per sons, 
to -w it:

“ The co rner sto ne was laid o n 
the 4 th d ay o f Sept.,. A . D . 1867, 
by the Maso nic fraternity , who se 
reco rd is herein d epo sited , assisted 
by the I. O. O. F. and Go o d 
Templars, and also the scho o ls and 
citizens generally .

su perintentend ent - elect, 
Pro f. Geo . S. Bro wn, was present 
and assisted in the ceremo nies.”

three were d ismissed . 
He is man­ 
ager o f the Speth lau nd ry and liv es 
at the Centu ry ho tel. 
So me v ery 
sensatio nal allegatio ns hav e been 
mad e in the d ifferent d iv o rce su its, 
bu t the o ne filed y esterd ay is qu ite 
mild . 
The alleges that her hu sband has 
frequ ently charged her with ex ­ 
cessiv e u se o f stimu lants and al­ 
leges that she has been u ntru e to 
her marital v o ws, all o f which the 
plaintiff claims was u ntru e 
and 
bro u ght against her fo r the pu r­ 
po se o f anno y ance. 
Mrs. Do rn 
asks fo r equ itable alimo ny . 
The 
case will be heard d u ring the Ju ne 
term o f co u rt if it d o es no t receiv e 
the fate the o thers hav e met. 
In her fo rmer d iv o rce su it,which 
was filed December 10, Mrs. Do rn 
alleges that Do rn had fo r mo nths 
past been plo tting and scheming to 
find so me gro u nd s fo r d iv o rce ; that 
he had tried to entrap 
her into 
so me act that wo u ld giv e co lo r to 
charges against her character. She 
asserted that at all times he pro ­ 
fessed to hav e great affectio n fo r 
her, bu t that at the same time he 
was co nspiring fo r her d amage and 
had cau sed d etectiv es and spies to 
fo llo w ber in the search o f so me 
ev id ence that might be u sed in a 
d iv o rce pro ceed ing. Failing in this, 
it was alleged by Mrs. Do rn that 
he wo u ld pretend he had go ne away 
fro m the city and that d u ring the 
time o f his pretend ed absence he 
wo u ld emplo y d etectiv es and spies 
in getting ev id ence against her.

trict, tl e shock being felt at T i p ­ 
ton and other points in M oniteau 
county.

fire from a coal stove.
